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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicants' amendment filed August 7, 2007 is acknowledged. Claims 
6-18 are withdrawn. Claim 1 is amended. Now, Claims 1-5 are pending for 
consideration. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 1 12 in the previous Office Action (Paper 
No. 020307) is/are removed. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. code not included in this action 
can be found in prior Office Action(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Rejection of Claims 1 -5 under 35 USC 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Deterrmann (US 5 912 277) as evidenced by Gray (US 4 123 376) and optionally 
Eshuis (US 5 635 588) is maintained because the rejection is adequately set forth 
in paragraph 9 of Paper No. 020307. Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. The focus argument related to the core 
patentability is discussed below. 
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For Applicants' argument (Remarks, page 6, 5 th paragraph), Examiner 
disagrees because of the following reasons: First, the alleged unexpected results 
with respected to the claimed particle size of the zeolite is merely an opinion, not 
evidence. Court held that the arguments of counsel cannot take the place of 
evidence in the record. In re Schulze, 346 F.2d 600, 602, 145 USPQ 716, 718 
(CCPA 1965) Second, Gray and optionally Eshuis are applied merely to show the 
characteristics of the zeolites recited in Deterrmann. Arguing the motivation of 
combining Gray and optionally Eshuis with Deterrmann appears to be lack of 
merit. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
